The blood, typically thrown away 
with the afterbirth, looks. like other 
blood, but contain.s more blood-pro- 
ducing .stem cells. A sick child would 
receive a trartsfusion of his own after- 
birth blood, which would move, into 
'his'boncTnnrTOw ondTeplaCc di.scai;ed— 
cells. 

Bone-marrow transplants, a widely 
used therapy against leukemia, arc 
more costly, time-consuming and 
painful .than the cord-blood technique.

Rollins testified Friday that he lied when he sold the 
GOP distributed S500.000 to suppress black voting 
in the New Jersey gubernatorial election.

Brady Bill would have small impact on street guns 


BOSTON (AP)- — Gun controJs' 
in a long-debated Brady bill may 
.not slow urban carnage because 
stolen and black market weapons 
will still flow onto city battlefields. 

"The Brady bill is not a 
panacea," £aid Joseph Saia, chief 
of detectives in Bos.ton, where* 
gun-related rhayhem has escalated 
despite a tough state law mandat- 
ing background checks on gun pur- 
chasers. '’It will have a small 
impact on the guns in the street.” 

. 'ilie Boston experience Is repeai- 
-T«d in cities like New York, 
Washington, and Chicago. Fifteen 
-states require a background check 
/)f gun purchasers.' Fourteen have 
waiting periods ranging from 15, 
days in California to 48 hours in 
Nebraska. 

The laws have had little effect on 
street violence. Most troubling is 
the increased gunplay among the 
young. The number of teens whd 
kill with guns has tripldd-sincc 
1985; while overall violent crime 
dropped this year, it 1ncrca.scd 
among the young, even in cities 
with handgun controls. 

- "Tweniy-fivc to 30 percent of 
crimes, particularly youthful 
offenses, involve guns acquired 
' through illegal means," said 
Sylvester Daughtry, thepolice 
chief in Greensboro, N.C., and 
presideni of the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police. 
..“The bill will provide some 
screening of people who should

keep people from acquiring guns 
from illegal sources," he said. 

For years, the bill was the focus ' 
of gun control debate. Named after 
James Brady, the White House 
press secretary critically wounded 
in the attempted assassination of 
President Reagan, the bill is 
expected to pass this weekend.- '

.Virginia ■— all states without wait- 
ing periods or background checks. 

Saia said, the bill would do little 
to block these two supply streams. 

“We need strong national gun 
control.. laws where citi'zcns of 
Massachusetts can’t go to Georgia 
and buy guns,’’ he said. “All the 
Brady bill says is you have to wait 
five days until wc chec^ you out.” 

But gun control advocates hope 
even modest national legislation 
like Brady might clo.se loopholes 
that allow’ interstate gun traffick- 
ing. 

“State laws are never going to be 
as effective' as a national law. It’s 
like trying to heat a house where 
half the windows are opened," said 
Susan Whiimore, a spokeswoman 
for the lobbying group Handgun 
Control Inc. 

Advocates point to what hafi-. . 
pened In South Carolina after it 
tightened its laws. The state was 
once a major source of handguns 
used in New York city crimes. A 
1975 law limiting gun purchases 
ended that trafficking route..

American Airlines’ pilots 
refused Friday to join the flight 
attendants' strike, avoiding a step 
that alrhosl certainly would have 
.. shut_do.wn one. Qf lhc.natton.’s- 
largest carriers just days before 
the busy Thanksgiving weekend. 

The announcement came on a 
day when the strike-crippled air- 
line scrapped half its flights and 
- -travcHers-scrambled-to make other- 
arrangements. 

Earlier in the week, the Allied 
Pilots Association had asked its 
members to vote on whether to 
—wage a.sympathy strike. - 

But union president Rich LaVoy 
. said the board had decided not to 
have the voles counted because 
the flight attendants on their own 
had been so successfuJ at crip- 
pling the airline. 

A walkout by the union repre- 
■,senting American's 10,000 pilots 
likely would have grounded the 
carrier. 

But LaVoy warned that the 
pilots still could walk- off the job.

The Boston expcrifincc is repeat-

of gun purchasers. Fourteen have 
waiting periods ranging from 15 
days in California to 48 hours in 
Nebraska. 

The laws have had Uttic effect on 
street violence; Most troubling is 
the increased gunplay among the 
young. The number of teens who 
kill with guns has tripled since 
1985; while" bverall violent crime 
dropped this year, it increased 
among the young, even in cities 
with handgun controls. 

• "T^cniy-fivc To 30 percent of

Clinton .said he would "go a 
lung way" ’'on gun control, 
I'ncluding proposing federal laws 
identical to some lough state 
laws and considering more regu- 
lations and additional license 
fees on the nation’s 286,000 gun 
dealers.' 

Mitchell, interviewed al a Los 
Angeles Times Wa.shinginn 
Bureau breakfast session filmed 
by.C-SPAN for broadcast, spoke 
of "great difficulty” just trying to

period for gun licenses. Anu, 
with Congress' stiJI .struggling^ 
with both issues even as he 
talked, he offered no hope that 
additional gun control legislation 
will be enacted next year. 

Asked if he agreed with 
Clinton’.s comment that it was 
time to challenge the NRA, 
MilchcILsaiil he preferred to 
“put it another way." 


The Senate, he said, "slipuld 
examine the issues, make the 
best judgment wc can on what 
changes in law ought to occur 
and proceed to make them.

Today gun control advocates 
c.onsidcr him an ally, but during 
at least his first eight years in the 
Senate they considered him .t 
key opponent..

U.S. District judge, wrote a letter 
to the Sportsman's Alliance of 
Maine saying he wjis "a senator 
.who throughinit my Senate,, 
career hiis had a perfect voting 
' record on issues of coiivern to 
the NRA." 

Interviewed on a broad range 
of issues. Mitchell al.so said the 
nation has a serious problem of 
illegal immigration that' will get 
"much more difficult" and that 
measures the president plans to 
propose ,10, deal with the mailer 
will join’wclfare reform and 
health care reform as major 
issues on next year’s congres- 
sional agenda.

The ho.spital at Pazaric. about 12 
miles southwest of Sarajevo, houses

Though temperatures ut night are 
well below freezing, the patients 
have, been .sleeping in-iinheaicd.. 
rooms, each with only a single blan- 
ket and sheei. 

The hospital, with a staff of 67. 
consists. of several one-story build- 
ings. In each, only one central room 
is heated, with a wood stove.

Board President Keith Hinckley 
said he understood the motion was 
intended to stop Idaho Slate's pro- 
motion of the idea, but not stifle all 
discussion of it.
